J o iut Offiees In All Large Cities—It 
May Also Affect the West­ 
ern Ro ads. 


C h icag o, 111 ., Jan. 19 .— x \s a 
resu lt of the recent consolidations 
and agreements among the owners 
of the great tru nk railway s east of 
Chicago, the entire transportation 
sy stem between 
the 
Mississippi 
riv er and the Atlantic seaboard is 
to be reorganized, inv olv ing these 
changes : 
The abandonment of city tick et 
offices of all the roads in the sy ndi­ 
cate in Chicago, New Y'ork , Phil­ 
adelphia, Boston, Bu ffalo, Balti­ 
more, W ashington, Pitt.sbu rg, C in­ 
cinnati, Clev eland, 
Detroit, Ind­ 
ianapolis, Peoria and St. Lou is 
and the su bstitu tion of joint offices 
in each city . 
‘ The discharge of all city , gen­ 
eral, trav eling and district freight 
and passenger agents and solicitors 
of the eastern roads in all parts of 
the United States, 
Canada and 
Eu rope. 
This will affect nearly 
50,000 men. 
The abolition of all forms of 
commissions heretofore 
paid 
for 
the sale of tick ets ov er these roads. 
This will affect tlie incomes of 10,- 
000 agents and eliminate the scalp­ 
ers. 
The establishment in Chicago 
and N ew Y^ork of joint au diting 
agencies that 
will apportion 
to 
each road an agreed percentage of 
the total competitiv e bu siness. 
The discharge of all su perflu ou s 
assistants to the heads of depart­ 
ments of the indiv idu al roads. 
Later the heads of these depart­ 
ments may be abolished and the 
work done by clerk s, who will re­ 
port to the two joint agencies. 
The establishment in New Y'ork

Lieut. Ko inauo if 
Russia and 
J apan Will Fight. 


C h icag o, 111 ., Jan. 19 .— “ W ar 
between Ru ssia and Japan is look ed 
for as inev itable by the nav al of­ 
ficers of these cou ntries, who hav e 
been nearest the probable scene of 
fu tu re operations,” said Lieu t. W . 
Romanoff, of the Imperial Ru ssian 
nav y , who arriv ed in Chicago y es­ 
terday . 
The lieu tenant has ju st 
completed a three y ears’ cru ise in 
Asiatic waters on the Ru ssian bat­ 
tleship Sissoi Velik y , and is on his 
way to St. Petersbu rg. 
He con­ 
tinu ed : 
“ Ju st how soon su ch a war may 
begin it is difficu lt to say , bu t 
ev ents little short of miracu lou s 
mu st occu r to prev ent it. 
The 
Japanese are bu ilding warships as 
rapidly as possible in anticipation 
of the ou tbreak of hostilities, and 
Ru ssia is strengthening her nav y 
as fast u s they can. 
“ That Ru ssia mu st hav e a nav al 
base of 
su pplies between Port 
Arthu r and Vladiv ostok is con­ 
ceded, and that she will try to get 
one in Korea is certain. 
In ev ent 
of su ch a war, it is considered 
probable in Ru ssian nav al circles 
that Ru ssia will hav e the aid of 
Germany , and that England will 
tak e the other side. 
A Eu ropean 
war will follow the ou tbreak of

F o r t S co t t , Kas., Jan. 19 .— 
The trial of Amos Phillips, of 
Bates cou nty , Mo., on a charge of 
complicity with the Silbee broth­ 
ers, of Kansas City , in the Edlin- 
ger mu rder, was closed last after­ 
noon. 
A t 
I I o’clock last night 
the ju ry had not retu rned a v er­ 
dict, and it is feared that an agree­ 
ment will not be reached. 
In spite of Phillips’ three con­ 
fessions, and notwithstanding the 
fact that he made a v ery poor wit­ 
ness id his own behalf, a strong 
defense with a good alibi was es­ 
tablished.

ev idence against the defense came 
from Phillips himself, with the ex ­ 
ception of the testimony giv en by 
a witness who stated that Phillips 
offered to sell him the team of 
Leopold Edlinger, the mu rdered 
man.

was shown, howev er, 
that this offer was made, if at all, 
fou r day s after the team had been 
sold by the Silbee brothers to an­ 
other party .

I t may not be long until the 
publishers

States municipalities. The munici­ 
pal building steal has gone on for 
thirty years and bids fair to con­ 
tinue for thirty years more. 
There 
is no single detail of city govern­ 
ment in which Philadelphia does 
not show the blackest of pictures. 
Y e t the people of Philadelphia— 
the pious Quakers who shudder at 
Sunday 
newspapers— return 
the 
same scoundrels to office year after 
year and rejoice under their yoke. 


W h a t Sedalia needs, and what 
Sedalia must have unless serious 
injury is done the property owners 
and taxpayers of this city, is a city 
council that will limit the expenses 
of the city to the revenue. 
W e 
have gone in debt on current ex­ 
penses year by year, in open de­
